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FEBRUARY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $IuQ2 


Dairy  fanners  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $H.02  for  February  1959  deliveries 
of  Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte-Elkhart,  Indiana,  milk 
order.  The  uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent  and  will 
be  adjusted  by  a  differential  of  6.9  cents  for  each  one  tenth  percent  that  tests 
vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to 
a  3  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  the  auth¬ 
orized  hauling  charge. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


Daily  receipts  of  producer  milk  showed  a  slight  increase  of  2  percent  over 
January  deliveries.  Daily  receipts  are  31.5 %  higher  than  a  year  ago,  and  this 
is  exactly  the  same  percentage  that  January  receipts  were  over  January  of  1958. 
This  gives  us  a  production  pattern  of  almost  the  same  as  in  1958,  so  an  estimate 
of  March  1959  production  would  be  about  22  million  pounds  of  producer  milk. 

CLASS  I  PRICE 

The  Class  I  price  for  the  March  delivery  period  will  be  $U.OU  per  hundredweight 
for  3.5  percent  Grade  A  milk.  This  price  was  computed  by  adding  $0.90  per 
hundredweight  to  the  average  price  of  the  12  condenser ies  in  February  1959 
($3.06),  and  adding  the  supply-demand  adjustment  of  8  cents.  The  supply-demand 
adjustment  for  the  April  1959  delivery  period  will  be  a  plus  8  cents. 

SUPPORT  PRICES  FOR  1959 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  March  12,  1959,  that  current 
dollars-and-cents  support  prices  for  manufacturing  milk  and  butterfat  will  be 
continued  through  the  1959-60  marketing  year,  which  begins  on  April  1.  The 
support  prices  are  being  continued  at  $3.06  per  hundredweight  for  manufacturing 
milk  and  56.6  cents  per  pound  for  butterfat. 

In  carrying  out  the  program  to  support  prices  of  milk  and  butterfat  sold  by 
farmers,  U.S.D.A.,  as  in  the  past,  will  offer  to  purchase  butter,  cheddar  cheese, 
and  nonfat  dry  milk  in  carlot  quantities  at  the  following  prices  for  this  region:
